CENSURING HONGKONG. 
A PLEA FOR LIFESAVING 
“> APPLIANCES | 


Writing to the Editor of Ship- 
pingand Engineering (Shanghai) 
& correspondent, who signs 
himself “British Shipmaster,” 
says s— 

"On behalf of the crews and 
others who have to go to sea on 
vessels trading to and from Hong- 
kong, I would be obliged if you 
will give.space in your valuable 
psper for the following -—~— 

1, Why are vessels flying the 
British and other national flags. 
Heensed by the Hongkong Govern- 
ment to carry passengers (river 
trade), allowed to saif with in- 
sufficient boats, rafts, etc. and not 


belt, not even for the crews, I 
am informed that some years ago 
the Hongkong Ordinance demand- 
ed life-belts to be carried on 
all vessels, but some official, with- 
out passing a new ordinance, de- 
cided life-belts were not necessary 
in river trading steamers. Maybe 
he thought the waters of the river 
were thick enough to walk on. I 
have been to sea some 40 years 
and I am still waiting’ to see the 
person who can walk on water. 
I will admit that 75 per cent. and 
maybe more of the vessels in the 
river trade are supplied by their 
owners with a certain number of 
life-belts but why leave it to an 
owner to do what he wishes, why 
not make ita compulsory law? 
In all countries that I have sailed 
fron it is compulsory to cary 
life-saving appliances for the 
crew and passengers, also a life- 
bel: for each person. The Singe- 
pore Ordinance calls for this and 
it is carried out, also I think it is 
time this matter was put before 
the public, which can assist those 
who have to go to sea in these 
vessels to make the law com- 
pulsory in Hongkong. 

2, Are your readers aware that 
any vessel British. Hongkong re- 
gister, or any other national flag, 
can sail out of the port of Hong- 
kong (trading on the coast locally 
or otherwise, river included) not 
holding a passenger license, with- 
out an inspection of any sort, and 
if the Board of Trade surveyors’ 
attention is drawn to the fact 
that the vessel] has no boats 
or other life-saving appli- 
ances, faulty boilers, old~ and 
condemned cables or anything 
detrimental to the vessel’s sea- 
worthiness, they will inform you 
they have no jurisdiction over 
any ships except thése that hold 
a@ passenger license. There-~are 
vessels to-day, builrin Hongkong 
recently, owned by Hongkong 
Chinese . who claim British 
protection, that have their vessels 
registered in Canton, and call 
for British and other European 
masters to mavigate them to 
Shanghai, Saigon, Haiphong and 
elsewhere. When these vessels 
get to sea, we find the boilers are 
old and condemned; the anchors 
and cables rotten; there are few 
or.no boats, and no life-belts, in 
fact the vessels are nothing but 
death-traps. The engines ~ go 
ahead. when they are in the 
humour, but they seldom are 

‘to go astern when 
required to” anchor 
avoid’ a collision, Such 
vessels are «allowed to take 
British cargoes in en out of what 
is one of the first British ports in 
the world. In my opinion it isa 
disgrace, and after all the roer- 
chant seamen have done in the 
past war, itis up to the public ar 
large to protest and get these laws 
altered. Asfor the motor ships 
built in Hongkong by Chinese, 
well, the less said the better.

that the Terra Nova steered south 
by the compass, deserting her old 
haunts in the far north, and 
achieved world-wide fame.- Ske 
is inevitably asssociated with the 
pame of Scott, for she was the re- 
lief ship sent out on the occasion 
of his first expedition to the 
Antarctic. Ever since she hag 
figured prominently in Antarctic 
exploration, and now her old tim- 
bers are again to battle against 
the ice pack of the southern seas. 


On this occasion Dr. Cope, who’ 


was a member of previous expedi- 
tions, is to undertake an expedi- 


ition extending over probably five 


years, intending to investigate as 
much as possible of the coast line 
of Antarctic, besides continuing 
the researches into the home,of 
the emperor penguin begun by 
Cherry-Garrard in Scott’s “last 
expedition. Since the days when 


the Terra Nova led the whaling]: 


fleet from Scotland, the whalers 
have one by one disappeared, bat 
she makes a glorious end to a 
line of stout vessels, once the 
pride and profit of a country."

DANISH SHIPBUILDING. 

The U.S. Consul at Copenhagen 
recently stated :—Notwithstand- 
ing the bandicap. of having ta 
import all necessary raw materi- 
als, shipbuilding in Denmark i in 
normal times is an {important 
industry.. Numerous kinds of 
ships are built, varying from the 
smaller vessels, yachts, and 
schooners to steamers and motor 
vessels of 12,000 tons deadweight. 
All yards’ jn.1917 and 11918 had 
their work reduced, and in 
some instances stopped com- 
pletely, because of a lack of ma- 
terials. Steel, the most essential 
material, was obtained in such 
small quantities as to permit of 
little more than repair work 
being done. The total tonnage 
completed was 22, 500 in 1917 and 
33,600 in 1918. The larger yards 
have many important orders for 
construction on hand, which will 
"pe executed as soon ,as steel and 
other materials are available. 
The war has forced Danish ship- 
ping out of most of its old routes. 
Some of the ships have been idle 
in Danish ports, some engaged in 
the transportation of coal to 


Denmark from England. and KOB 


Germany, but most. . of 
them have been engaged in 
new routes created by the 
war. The utilisation of the 
Danish merchant fleet was pro- 
vided for in the Danish-American 
agreement of September, 1918, 
but prior to that date the greater 


part of the fleet was under time]. 


charter to English and American 
charterers, and the control of the 
ships was virtually taken out of 
the bands of the Danish owners. 
Although -some ships. were 


“| destroyed by mines’ and sub- 


marines and other ships were 
jdla, the year was a profitable 
one for the shipowners. Most of 
‘the companies have rendered 
their annual statements of 1918. 
These statements invariably show 
large profits, which, even after 
the payment of heavy taxes and 
various other increased costs of 
operation, have permitted 'the 
payment of dividends ranging 
from 12 to'65 per cent. No new 
shipping companies were formed

comfort, the grim realities of the 

- new life and the sweet memories 
of the old, all combined to make 
them most unpromising subjects 
for militarist and conscriptionist 
propaganda in the piping times of 
peace. The spirit which made 
‘them put such gusto into their 
singing of the song during the 
war made them impatient of the 
delay in demobilisation after the 
war was. over. The disease was 
cured, they argued, and as they 

“ were fed-up with taking the 
medicine, the practice, they urged 
in Army parlance, must cease 
forthwith! ~ 7 

THEIR MOTIVES. 


The ‘writer belongs to’one of the 
new battalions formed within the 
last three months for service in 
Europe (outside Russia); an 

‘ninety per cent. of the men com- 
posing it are re-enlisted soldiers! 
* Most have wound-stripes of vary- 
ing number; the majority wear 
the 1915 ribbon. Yet here they 
are, after a few weeks in “civvies,” 
“back to the Army againi™ 
What are their motives? Well. 
‘ doubtless, like most motives for 
human conduct, they are mixed. 
Many seem to have been unable 
to get work quickly enough after 
demobilisation. Many are not 
satisfied with the only jobs 
they find open to them. 
Most have been attracted, lixe 
the moth to the candle; hy the 
new scale of pay which, in these 
days of soaring prices, places the 
man without dependents in a 
Position of comparative affluence, 
and lessens the gathering clouds 
aroun| the household’ of the 
married man. Yetitis doubtful 
ifany, or all, of these motives 
. would have sufficed to draw the 
‘liberated ex-soldier within the 
orbit ofthe candle whose’ flame 
-: has already scorched his wings. 
Very likely they are the factors 
which finally decide him to the 
course he has taken. But the 
primary motive ‘lies deeper in 
. the fibre of every demobilised 
soldier's being. : 

-To the writer's mind, the secret 
of the rush tack tothe colours at 
present for Many who four 
months azo, were clamiouring to 
be released, may be thus explain- 

‘ed. Five, four, three, even a 
lesser number of years have not 
been without their centripetal as 
as well as their centrifugal effect, 
They have generated habits of 
life and thought which, however 
irksome and even unbearable 
they may'.-have seemed when 
they had to be endured. are 
proving, for many, too strong 
to be resisted. now that 
conforming to them is no longer 
compulsory. The Army life has 
developed a taste for communistic 
life which survives even though 
the former freedom of the indi- 
vidual is once more given full 
scope. The demobilised man is 
lonely &t home whether lic lives 
in an isolated cottage or in a 
crowded. strect. Whatever the 
Army. might he, he never suffered 
from loneliness there, _ He might 
find himself at first among stran- 
gers, but he made pals quicker 
there than anywhere else. ‘ 

THE LURE.

He argued that to 
selt a dozen articles at a profit 
of say 2d. each. was better 
business than to sell-half a 
dozen’at a profit of 3d. The aim 
of the big operator in those days 
—just as it is to-day—was to 


make money quickly; and so the. 


swiftest means to that end had to 
be adopted. The cutting of prices 
was undoubtedly in those days 
the golden road. 

, Then the war came. Prices

GERMAN COALS. 


Renter's Copenhagen corres- 
pondent recently sent the follow- 
ing message, giving the details of 
the arrangement whereby the 
Allies reduce the yearly amount 
of the coal levy from Germany. 
An official German report from 
Versailles states that as the 
result of negotiations the En- 
tente has finally formulated its 
demands regarding deliveries of 
German coal -as_ follow :— 
Germany shall.in the next six 
months make deliveries corres- 
ponding to an annual delivery. 
of 20,000,000 tons, as. com- 
pared with 43,000,000 as pro- 
vided in the Peace Treaty. 
If Germany's total production 
then exceeds the present level of 
about 180,000,000 a. year, 60 
per cent. of that extra production 
up to 128,000,000 shall be de- 
livered to the Entente, and 50 
per cent. of any extra beyond 
that, uatil the figure provided in 
the Peace Treaty is reached. If 
the total production falls below 
180,009.600 the Entente will ex-
